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Embodiment 

One embodiment of the present device will be described based on the drawing. 
Reference numeral 1 denotes a case main body, and this case main body 1 is formed with 
an original mounting surface 3 to mount an original 2, and an original conveyer path 4 
positioned on the extending surface of this original mounting surface 3. Further, the 
case main body 1 has a plurality of rollers 5, 6, and 7 which are conveyance bodies 
connected to a driving portion (not shown) along the original conveyer path 4 so as to be 
rotatably held. 

Further, a box type cover 8 of the bottom opening to cover the original conveyer path 
4 has a fixed frame 9 in its inside, and a bracket 10 fixed to the end portion of this frame 9 
is pivotaby held up and down to the case main body 1 by a spindle 11. This frame 9 is 
rotatably attached with rollers 12 and 13 which are conveyance bodies contacting the 
rollers 5 and 7, and is fixed with a guide plate 14 and an optical reading portion 15 which 
are opposed to the original conveyer path 4. A portion of the guide plate 14 opposed to 
the under end of this optical reading portion 15 is formed by translucent member. 

Further, the case main body 1 has a clamp 16 comprising an operating portion 17 
biased clockwise by a spring 18 and pivotably held by a spindle 19, and an engaging edge 
21 engaging with a claw 20 formed at a pivot loose end of this clamp 16 and a window (not 
shown) opposed to the operating portion 17 are formed in the front surface of the cover 8. 
Further, an arm 22 fixed to one side of the frame 9 and an arm 24 pivotably attached to 
the inner surface of the case main body 1 by the spindle 23 are pivotably coupled. 

In such configuration, the original 2 pushed out to the original conveyer path 4 from 
the original mounting surface 3 has the image read by the optical reading portion 15 in 
the midst of being conveyed by rollers 5, 6, 7, 12, and 13. When the original 2 is clogged 
inside the conveyer path 4, the operating portion 17 is pushed out from the window 
formed in the front surface of the cover 8 so as to pivot the clamp 16 counterclockwise 
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with the spindle 19 as a center and take out the claw 20 from the engaging edge 21, 
thereby pivoting the cover 8 upward with the spindle 1 1 as a point of support. At this 
time, the arm 24 pivots clockwise with the spindle 23 as a point of support and supports 
the cover 8. In this manner, the rollers 12 and 13, the guide plate 14, and the optical 
reading portion 15 move upward, and open the original conveyer path 4. In this manner, 
only by pivoting the cover 8 upward, the original conveyer path 4 is opened, and therefore, 
a jamming process can be easily performed in a short period of time.
